The picture shown here was snapped by MFS 
Markham, and sene to Life with this letter: 

Editor, LIFE, 

Dear Sir:— 

The enclosed photograph is not a fake as can 
be easily determined by anyone who knows my 
reputation as an amateur photographer. 

At about 4:30 a.m., April 21, I had the hunch 
to go up on the ridgepole of the house to photo* 
graph a minor electrical storm then in progress. 

During the time I was up there I had the im* 
pulse to make a time exposure photograph toward 
the Clovis Hotel which is approximately SW x S 
of the house. 

At about the time of the enclosed time-exposure, 
something shot out of a cloud to the southward, 
traveling east. The cloud from which it emerged 
was highly charged. There were occasional bright, 
diffuse flashes of lightning inside it. The thing that 
emerged went horizontally at tremendous velocity 
—perhaps something like 15 degrees in one tenth 
of a second. 

When this photograph was developed, a streak 
turned up in it, visible toward the top of the 
picture. Just above this streak there is a sequence 
of dots, 4*2. This sequence is almost exaedy in the 
center of the picture. This was not a scratch on 
the him: inspection of the negative reveals a dark 
streak* 


Now here is a series of coincidences which may 
be significant. 

I am a member of the Fortean Society, NYC. 
For about fifteen years I have concerned myself 
with investigadon of the possibility that things come 
here from outside space. I am also a morse teleg¬ 
rapher. That is my trade. No one pays money for 
the kind of invesdgadons that are my hobby so, 
by working for a railroad—the ATSF —\ make my 
living. 

Does it not strike you as odd, that at the time 
1 had my camera open—the exposure is about i 
minute—I had to pick that precise time when some¬ 
thing, conceivably NOT an airplane, should shoot 
past the instrument, and ‘blink’ me an ‘HI’, which 
in morse argot is cither a sign for amusement, or 
a greedng.^ 

I have had ardcles published on the subject of 
possible outsiders. Very few, to be sure. Most, ap¬ 
peared in DOUBT, published by the Fortean Society. 

The thing that shot out from under the cloud, 
as before mendoned, may have been one of several 
objects in the sky at the dme. 

My impression is that something from somewhere 
else, knowing I am who I am, either wigwagged 
me a friendly or derisive greeting and passed on. 

Data: 
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GIRO 35mm camera, 3/3.5 lens, wide o^xm, cx- 
po>ure approximately one minute, direction SWxS: 
tilm Kodak XX. Time, about 4:30 a.m., Apnl 21, 
1952: taken trom the ridgepole ut the house where 
my apartment is, 501 Pile St., Clovis, N.M. Ele-c- 
tncal storm then in progress. Sky mostly cloudy. 
The thing I mentioned earlier moved across the 
sky about due south, low, not more than twenty 
degrees above the horizon. There is no possibility 
it was a plane: moved t(x> last. Litdc chance it was 
a meteor: sky was ver\‘ cloudy along the southern 
honzon. Beside, it moved horizontally. 

I have what is termed a |)sychic nature. The 
enclosed example ot my writing, when submittcil to 
a com|)etcnt graphologist, will assure you ot that 
I had the im|)ulsc, obeyed it, and this is the rcsulL

Visits with the Professor. 

I. Physics as Bodies 
in Motion. 

Ry H. W. Gilks 

The lecturer on the television had just Hnisheil 
saying that it was the opinion of authoridcs now¬ 
adays that the constitution of matter was largely 
electrical in its nature: if not entirely so . . . 

“Rubbish! cxclaimeii the Profes.sor, as he readied 
to throw the switch cutting off the television lec¬ 
turer. “In the first place, there's no such thing as 
matter” . . . 

“No such thing as matter!” we interrupted, just 
to lead him on. 

“No, only bcxlies,” said the Professor. 

“Only txKlies?” we echoetl. 

“Yes, bodies in motion,” he said, settling back in 
his chair and lighdng his Meerschaum. “All the 
genera I iza dons, or laws of physics arc ultimately re¬ 
ducible to terms of bcnlics in motion. S|>acc and 
dmc, ICandan “categories”, are abstracdons derived 
from the muldplicicy of bodies in the universe and 
from comparisons of their motions. A universe 
devoid of bodies is inconceivable: “limitless empty 
space”, a meaningless term. Geometry derives from 
the existence of bodies in motion, and not vice- 
versa. ‘If there were only one body in the universe 
there could be no motion,” as the late C. P. 
Steinmetz once said. ^ 

Time is an abstraction tlerived from comparison of 


motions: the comparison of a particular motion with 
the m«ition of the earth and the stars; «>r with the 
motion of clockwork regulated by reference to these 
or to <»thcr motions u.sed as standards (the vibra¬ 
tion of crystals, etc.)—b<Hl\ A moves S4» far while 
hxMly R completes .1/ other, sup|x*seil by equivalent 
motions. Thus the notion of the equivalency ot 
morion is implicit in the concept of time. Hut only 
relatively can two or more motions Ik deemed 
equivalent: one can be substituteil for another: but 
only if both have been i»bserveil from the same 
place. If observed fn»m tlifferent places, they may 
or may not be equivalent: and we have n<» wax- »»t 
knowing whether or not they are equivalent. Hence 
the relativity of time. 

Motion is relative to the place of oliservation. 
Thus for an observer on earth, it is correct to say 
that the sun moves daily in the sky in a geneal 
direction westward. It is the only modon and the 
sun has—relative to the earth. To picture the earth 
revolving about the sun, one must imagine one’s self 
far out in space, stadonary relative to the sun; and 
conveniently placet! to view both the sun and the 
earth s motion about it. Since this (at lea.st at pres¬ 
ent) IS impossible, the motion of the earth alxiui 
the sun remains a deduction based upon indirect 
observation. 

A particular motion may be slow or rapitl: in 
one or another direcdon: it may even be zero (the 
botly may be at rest)—all de|K*nding on the place 
of observation. Motion is relative: and so are the 
abstractions tlerived from it. 

Modon, then, is the most basic fact. Kven mathe- 
madcal relationshi|)s arc but the ghosts of motions. 
Indeetl, there is no change of any kind that dtKs 
not involve motion. 

The diverse lK*havior of IxKliL's in mtition, particu¬ 
larly their varx ing capacities ft»r changing the mo¬ 
tion of other bodies (accelerating their velocities): 
or, conversely, the disparity which various bixlies 
exhibit in the resistance they otfer toward themselves 
being acceleratal, leads to the conception of inertia: 
or, (the same thing) ma.ss: which, combined with 
the abstracdon of rime, yields the very convenient 
fictions of force and energy'. 

Forces arc often saitl to Ik* “twins”—another way 
fit stating Newton’s ThirtI Law of Modon; To every* 
action there is an equal and o|)|x>site reacdon. Hut 
this is tacitly a.s.suming that the ba.sic motion has 
been observcil from a |>o-nt ouLsitle either of the 
reacting IxkUcs. From a jx»int of observation located 
ujx»n either of the IxHiics themselves, there would 
but one motion di.sccrnable: and hence, one force. 

Force, vclocit)', acceleration, inertia and energy are 
all abstractions—generaliations of the oliserved be¬ 
havior of bodies in motion. 

.All bixlies are supjioseil to |xis.sess inertia—the 
amount of inertia that any particular bxKly has is 
sup)x>sed to increase with that b<xly’s veliKity: the 
incrca.se being especially nodceabic at velocides ap¬ 
proaching the presumctl maximum, that of light. 
Which is only to say that, other things being equal 
the faster a b<xly moves, the greater is its capacity 
for changing the motion of other bodies.” 

By this dmc the Professor’s pipe had gone out. 
When he arose to rc-strokc it, he paused in front 
of a cupboard: o|)encd it and brought forth a bottle 
and glasses. The bottle was labeled “Prune Juice” 
and had doubtless at some time contained that 
liquid. Its contents now were otherwi.se, as we had 
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rcasoQ to know. But wc did not rctuic the prof¬ 
fered drink. 

“Profes^r,” I sjid, “I remember reading recently 
a quotaDon from The Note Brxiks of Samuel Butler, 
in which the author states that there is really <»nly 
one b<Kl\ in the universe: to wit, the universe itself. 
All others recede into unreality when closely ex¬ 
amined. How do you square that with your 
philos<iphy .'** 

“Why,” said the Professor innocently, “it doesn’t 
need any squaring. I never said that any of those 
botlies were real. I wouldn't know what you meant 
by that. What is reality,'” 

“Touche!”, I acknowledgeil. And raising my glass, 
I gave him the Primum Mobile. 

“Only one body ” . . . mused Susie, as we left. 
“Docs that mean that none of us is altogether in 
one piece 

MFS .BUMP WRITES: 

I think that all Forteans should read Max Sdmer's 
“The Ego and His Own.” Sdmer clearly shows the 
fundamental falseness of Orthodoxy and therewith 
the means to overthrow it. Orthodoxy assumes (and 
must assume) that Universals arc the true Reality. 
But Sdrncr pointed out that the Real is the Par¬ 
ticular, not the Universal. The reality of each indi¬ 
vidual lies in his Uniqueness, not in his partaking 
of universal qupalidcs. Thus an individual may be 
a man and an American. But he is more than that 
—he is himself! 

As I see it, all conHiccs arc related to conHicLs of 
thought and the fundamental conHict of thought is 
between realists and escapists, what William James 
called the tough-minded and the tcndcrmintlcd. The 
realist tries to deal ctfcctivcly with reality; the 
escapist tries to escaj^ from reality. 

Please don’t misunderstand me. I am not saving 
that it is the only conHict. I am merely saying that 
it is the most fundamental conHict. I think that war 
is inherent in life but that the destructiveness of war 
is minimized by realism. 

To some extend wc all try to escape from reality 
(the outer reality) in order to preserve our indi¬ 
viduality. This represents in some degree a war with 
rcalir>’. The difference between the realist and the 
escapist lies in this, that the realist always recognizes 
that the outer reality is there while the escapist tries 
to convince himself of its non-existence. 

Univcrsalism is the manifestation of escapism. The 
escapist Ends the actual world too disagreeable to 
face: so he tries to replace it by a worlil <»f univer- 
sals, that is, “heaven.” 

The realist carries on {>ersonai wars as he has to 
in order to maintain his existence in this world. 
But the univcrsalist is engaged in a war against 
rcalit>* itself. He is at war with “this world.” 

The escapist (univcrsalist) comes into contact with 
reality in great part through contact with realists. 
Hence his war against reality takes the form of a 
war against realists. 

Stirncr thinks that all feelings (as affecdon, etc.) 
arc manifestadons of egodsm, that (fur example) an 
individual likes to see another individual happy 
because this in turn brings him pleasure.

The diversion of the passions so as to turn the 
individual against himself is of course the work of 
the escapists (universalists). It might be said that 
univcrsalism is a self-created disease while schizo¬ 
phrenia is a disease imposed upon one by others. 
Perhaps the two diseases are to be found together 
in the ^ame person. 

The univcrsalist thinks that he is escaping from 
“this world” into freedom. But actually he is im¬ 
prisoning himself. He bounds himself on all sides 
with rituals and dogmas so as to keep out the icy 
breath of reality. 

Always gnawing at the vitals of the escapist is 
the fear of reality rcsuldng from the subconsious 
knowledge that he has not overcome reality but 
only escaped from it temporarily. He is always in 
need of assurance that he is right. So he seeks “con¬ 
verts.” He can maintain his illusional world only 
by the constant rcitcradon that it is the real world. 
This is called “prayer.” He has “faith” that he 
has overcome the real world. But in his heart of 
hearts he knows that it is not so. To still this inner 
voice he congregates with others in “churches”, 
thinking by the power of numbers to establish the 
supremacy of faith over reality. But uldmatciy it 
is all in vain. 

Growth, expanson, is the tendency of all life, 
even of perverted and diseased life. So the illusionist, 
the c.%capisc, seeks to spread the boundaries of his 
“Church.” But what to him is freedom from reality 
is to the realist only imprisonment from reality. 
Hence the condnual revolt by “individualLsts” against 
the dogmatism of the Church and its derivatives, 
“modern science,” the priesthood of medicine, etc. 

In the cult of “moilernism,” the doctor has taken 
the place of the priest. The “selfless” labors of the 
doctors to deliver people from the consequences of 
thir follies by ever-new form.s of magic, none of 
which ultimately succcc'tl in their puri>*>se, is the 
vicarious atonement over again. The phrase “men 
in white” suggests the sacrednes.s of the temple. 
Universalists always prefer the colors black and 
white because of their “abstract” quality, their con¬ 
veying of the quality of “not being of this world.** 

To me Forteanism represents the revolt of the 
realists (the “individualists”) against the church of 
modem science and the “men in white” (the new 
church which has been erected with the dogmas 
of sciuce as a foundadon in an attempt to preserve 
the illusional world of the escapists against harsh 
reality).
